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House Proposes Sparing Guards 
From Defense Budget Cuts 


The National Guard would receive 
full funding in 1992 as part of the new 
Defense Department appropriations 
bill passed by the U.S. House of 
Representatives, 

Congressman Dave Camp voted in 
favor of the $272 billion defense bill 
to provide full Guard funding while 
reducing total defense spending by 
$12 billion from last year. 

The Army had proposed reducing 
National Guard troops by 136,000 
nationally as part of a plan to reduce 
the overall troop strength by 30 percent 
over a five-year period. Those cuts 
would result in the closing of 22 
National Guard armories in Michigan 
and the loss of 5,000 Guard-related 
jobs, 


The House in May had voted for a 
defense authorization bill that would 
hold Guard troop cuts to 22,000, But 
the defense appropriations bill adopted 
last Friday would spare the Guard 
from any reductions. 

“By passing this legislation, the 
House of Representatives has taken a 
big step toward recognizing the need 
to keep the National Guard as part of 
our defense system,” said 
Congressman Dave Camp. “People 
understand the Guard was important

Autopsy results are not back, but ac- 
cording to Chief of Police Peter 
Stephan, Ashton appears to have died 
of natural causes.

Military traffic will be heaviest on

Road Commissioner Ken Chapp 
said the commission has already paid 
approximately $78,000 to initiate 
clean-up procedures. Some of this 
money will be reimbursed to the county 
by MUSTFA (Michigan Underground 
Storage Tank Financial Assurance Act) 
funds. MUSTFA will pay up to 
$1,000,000 per site for contamination 
catised by underground fuel storage 
tanks. To qualify, the road commis- 
sion must pay the first $10,000. These 
funds will reimburse for consultant 
fees, monitoring wells, digging and 
disposal of contaminated soil, and 
other costs incurred during the clean- 
up from the underground storage tanks, 
They will not pay for expenses like 
new tanks, re-surfacing or paving, or 
landscaping. 

Groundwater contamination was 
found about a year ago when the com- 

‘mission removed several underground 
storage tanks. Young said when the 
tanks were removed they discovered 
an oily sheen floating on the surface of 
the groundwater. He said subsequent 
testing has not revealed any contami- 
nation. 

Takacs speculated that the relatively 
low levels of contamination appear to 
be restricted to the road commission 
property. He said this could indicate a 
low volume of spillage or a fairly 
recent contamination, Leakage may 
have occurred around the pump is- 
land. 


When residents do sce military 
vehicles, they may notice that many 
wear desert tan paint.

Approximately 220 cubic yards of 
contaminated soil was removed from 
the site and taken to Cedar Ridge 
Landfill in Charlevoix County. Nor- 
mal cost for removal and disposal of 
contaminated soil is $50 per cubic 
yard, 

In addition to benzene, toluene, eth- 
ylbenzene, and xylene (chemicals 
found in gasoline) contamination, 
Young said elevated levels of lead 
have also been found in soil samples. 

Lead is a naturally occurring ele- 
ment in soil, but can also be caused by 
spillages and can even come from auto 
emissions, 

“With as much traffic as uses the 
business loop and the number of years 
that cars used Icaded gasoline it isn’t 
surprising to me that elevated lead 
levels are present in the surrounding 
soil samples,” said Young. 

He said ESI took 41 soil samples 
from the old road commission site and 
10 samples from properties surround- 
ing the property in mid-April or early 
May. These samples reveal back- 
ground concentrations of lead found 
in four of the off-site locations ranged 
from 26.97 to 1400 parts per billion 
(ppb). On-site samples ranged from 4 
to 618 ppb. The report stated that 
“sandy topsoil and the sand fill below 
the concrete and asphalt exhibited 
24.96 ppb total lead, predominantly 
due tothe quartz-rich nature of the soil

Township Recycling Bins Removed

The Grayling Township recycling 
bins were removed from the North 
Down River Road transfer station on 
Tuesday, June 11, 

Township officials decided to dis- 
continue their recycling effort follow- 
ing repeated abuses by township resi- 
dents. Garbage, unsightly refuse and 
improperly disposed of recyclable 
material was left lying on the ground 
near the bins. | 


“Only two people have questioned 
the board’s decision to have the bins 
taken away,” said Grayling Township 
Supervisor Amold Stancil. He said 
one lady came to his office and asked 
why the landfill began charging the 
township to empty the bins when it 
turns around and sells the recyclable 
materials and a man, who attended the 
last township board mecting on June 
11 regarding another matter, asked 
whether it would cost the township 
more to discontinue the recycling ef- 
fort because it would increase the 
amount of refuse deposited in the 
compactor, 

“T told the gentleman that we didn’t 
see any significant decreases in the 
amount of compacted trash collected 


after the recycling bins were installed,” 
said Stancil, He said the township will 
continue to graph the expenses and 
revenues from the transfer station as it 
has done for several years to monitor 
any changes, 

“The only increase so far is the $80 
it cost us to pull out the bins,” he said. 

Grayling Township residents who 
have organized a recycling system and 
want to recycle but do not have 
curbside pick-up service will have to 


take their recyclables to the recycling 
container at the K-mart parking lot on 
the 1st or at Glen’s Market on the 15th 
of each month. 

“We haven’t had any problems at 
either I-75 Business Loop locations,” 
said Bob McLachlan, Jr. of Milltown 
Refuse. “However, if abuses begin, 
like tires, building materials and gar- 
bage and other non-recyclable materi- 
als being left, these two sites could 
close, too.”

GREENPEACE CLAIMS about 
half the Iraqi troops were killed during 
the 100-hour ground war. And more 
sobering yet is the claim that nine out 
of ten civilian deaths occurred after 
the cease-fire, and that refugees may 
be dying at the rate of 2,000 to 3,000 
each day. 

Greenpeace claimed its estimates 
are based on interviews with military 
and government Icaders, military 
analysts and news accounts. Obviously 
they cannot be verified precisely; but 
even if the estimates are exaggerated, 
they still are staggering. 

Perhaps there is a longer-range cost 
which cannot be identified yet. A 
recent letter to the editor printed in 
The Detroit Free Press expressed fears 
of many. 

“The Persian Gulf War brought more 
death, destruction’ of infrastructure, 
and lingering suffering and 
homelessness than did the evil it sought 
to correct,” wrote Rev. Lawrence M. 
Ventline of Port Austin. “An 
ecosystem was devastated, and the 
total planet's life system will be 
affected,” 

These concerns may well be 
overstated, but there also may well be 
at least a shred of legitimacy in such 
fears,

It is obvious that it is simple to 
doctor, calculate, and shuffle budgets 
and apportioned money to take 
advantage of an injected workforce in 
Crawford and surrounding counties. 

It is worthy to note at this time that 
only a miniscule amount of the money 
paid to work-crews and work-pass is 
spent locally. 

Also, since when is the Targeted 
Jobs Tax Credit (TJTC) a revolving 
door windfall for employers? Maybe 
the TJTC pas changed its standards 
since I was an employment counselor. 

The TJTC program as I remember it 
was 1. intended to lead to full-time 
employment while, 2. providing a 
“break” in the form of a tax write-off 
for Training Expenses for potential 
employers. 

Again I wonder if TJTC has changed 
its standards, or, have certain people 
found a way to circumvent a good 
program? Like keeping wages so 
ridiculous and out of step with the 
times (1990s) that no one wants the 
job. Thus opening the door for work- 
pass.

to help people gain employment and 
training. 

C.E.T.A. had to drop the Title VI 
program because employers took 
advantage of the program. C.E.T.A, 
would put clients at a worksite. The 
goal was full-time employment. Or at 
the very least, seasonal employment. 

Some of the Title VI clients would 
work their hearts out to learn their new 
jobs. Some of them loved their jobs. 
They were happy to have a future. 

So what happened? Employers 
would keep theC.E.T.A. funded clients 
until weeks, or in some cases, only 
daysremained on the training program. 
Ali of a sudden the employer wanted 
todismiss the employee. The employer 
would give an excuse and someone’s 
dreams would be shattered. 

And the employer(s) would ask for 
another funded worker. And another. 
And another. 

Finally due to abuse Title VI was 
scrapped. 

Title VI, like TJTC was/were for 
people that were/are disadvantaged in 
some way. Also designed to help 
employers initiate and enlarge their 
employee base. 

Now, when I see in the Avalanche 
that the D.O.C. says employers are 
told they “must attempt to fill positions 
from the local work force before they

will fill it with an inmate”; and when I 
sce that D.0.C. states, “What we'll do 
is make employers advertise in the 
newspaper or radio and he'll have to 
justify to us that he can’t fill it from the 
private sector;" when J sec this } 
cringe. 

For three reasons. 1. I remember 
Title VI, 2. Irealize thatD.O.C. work- 
pass and work-crew personnel are paid 
to find work slots for inmates and 
must do so to justify their salary and 
position, and 3. Grand Traverse 
Resort. 

You remember Grand Traverse 
Resort? They advertise in early 
February for summer help. Then they 
cry in June and July that they can’t 
find any help. So they can import a 
work force form thousands of miles 
away (Jamaica). 

I for one (and others) feel there are 
jobs not available to residents of 
Crawford County due to the inmate 
work force. Instead of pew job 
openings in the county it is easier to 
hire inmate labor. Instead of seasonal 
or full-time employment openings we 
see these positions that cguid open, 
never happening. 

Again, thanks to Mr, Long and Mr. 
Callewaert for their efforts regarding 
work-pass and work-crews.

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Discovering Skin Cancer Early Helps Chances 


Ry far the most common cause of 
skin cancer is Overexposure (o the sun. 
Fortunately, skin cancer is one of the 
most curable forms of cancer when 
it’s discovered early. Better sll, most 
skin cancercan be prevented. Usually, 
the skin itself isnotdamaged by normal 
wear and tear because skin cells arc 
dying off and being replaced by fresh 
cells all the dme. But any unusual 
growth or color change in the skin 
should be checked by your physician, 
as should any mole that changes size, 
shape, or color. 


Ninety percent of all skin cancers 
occur on parts of the body that usually 
arcn’t covered by clothing. The face, 
tips of the ears, hands and forearms 
have been the usual sites, but in the 
past 50 years the shoulders, backs and 
chests of men, and the lower legs of 
women have become common areas 


for skin cancer. This is because more 
and more people are sunbathers who 
deliberately expose themselves to the 
sun’s ultraviolet radiation. 

People who sunburm easily and have 
fair skin with red or blond hair are 
most prone to develop skin cancer. It 
is much less common among people 
with deep brown or black skin, 
although even they can develop some 
forms of skin cancer. There are three 


major types: 


“Basal Cell Carcinoma is the most 
common kind of skin cancer. It is a 
slow-growing cancer that usually 
begins with asmall, shiny, pearly bump 
or nodule on the head, neck, or hand. 
If left untreated, the original nodule 
can bleed, crust over, only to open up 
again. This kind of cancer usually 
does not become life-threatening, but 
it can continue to grow, reach 


underlying tissucs, and desudy tic. 

«Squamous Cell Carcinoma may 
start as nodules, or as red patches with 
well-defined outlines. Typically, these 
develop on the lips, clsewhere on the 
face or on the tips of the ears. Unlike 
basal cell carcinoma, squamous ccll 
skin cancers can spread to other parts 
of the body. Like basal cell carcinoma, 
they can become quite large if not 
treated. 

*Malignant Melanoma is the least 
common but the most serious of the 
major skin cancers. It may originate in 
or near a mole. Melanomas involve 
the cells that give the skin its color, 
and are often a mixture of black or 
brown, sometimes with red and blue 
portions. Melanomas continuc to grow 
larger and have uregular borders. 
Approximatcly 26,000 new cases aw 
diagnosed every year, and cach year 
about 5,800 patients die of melanoma.

points out that capsizing (overtuming) 
and falling overboard are the leading 
causes of boating fatalitics in our state. 
However, wearing a Personal Flotation 
Device (PFD) or “life jacket” can help 
reduce the number of deaths by 
drowning. 

A PED is as important when boating 
as a safety belt is when riding in a 
motor vehicle. Even the strongest 
swimmer is in trouble if the boat roils 
and they are knocked unconscious or 
tossed into cold water. Incidentally, 
water cooler than 70 degrees is 
considered cold and can be dangerous, 

Have fun on the water, but learn to 
do it safely by taking a boating course. 
The Coast Guard Auxiliary, the United 
States Power Squadron, and DNR all 
offer good programs. 

Make sure your boat has all required 
safety equipment. Depending on the 
length and type of boat you operate, 
you may be required to have several 
difference kinds of equipment 
including navigation lights, fire 
extinguishers, PFDs, backfire flame 
arresters, ventilation devices, bells, 
whistles, and visual distress signals. 
Check with the Department of Natural 
Resources, the Coast Guard Auxiliary, 
or your local Sheriff’s Department to 
determine what you need for your 
boat, 

Avoid overloading your boat. 
overloaded boat reduces the freeboard 
(the distance from the water line to the 
top edge of the hull) and increases the 
potential for capsizing or swarnping 
(filling with water). Many boats have 
capacity plates that indicate the 
maximum weight it can carry.

it or not, cleaned out a humongous, 
filthy, smelly horse stable. Any 
Superman can handle monsters and 
giant women but it takes a special kind 
of guy toclean outa filthy stable. The 
crimes weren’t his fault, but Hercules 
wasn’t a whiner ora wimp, Strictly a 
no-excuses-no-complaints kind of guy. 

He became immortalized inour night 
sky by a bit of treachery. A sleezy 
Centaur gave his wife a potion that 
was supposed to keep him faithful to 
her forever. A situation developed 
between Hercules and a lovely slave 
girl he had recently captured. Deineria 
feared the worst and smeared the potion 
all over Herc’s clothing. It tumed out 
to be highly corrosive Centaur blood 


= instead of faithfulness lotion and 


Hercules began to melt. As he 
screamed in pain for help from his real 
father, Jupiter, a large, dark cloud 
flashing lightning and rolling thunder 
suddenly appeared in the sky and 
dropped over him. It took him up into 


the heavens where he was welcomed | 


by the other immortals and, where he 
can be seen tonight. 

The story of Hercules’ 12 Labors is 
an astronomy lesson. Each “labor” 
represents aconstellation in the Zodiac 
—~ the string of constellations on the 


Ecliptic (the arc across the sky that the - 


Sun, Moon, and planets travel). And 
altogether they show the Sun’s passage 
through the sky over the course of a 
year. Yes, these stories were very 
entertaining. Yes, they were a way of 
passing along what a good Greck 
citizen should believe and respect. But 
they were also an excellent way to 
teach people. The fesson is still going 
strong after 2,000 years. “Dick and 
Jane” should live so long!

three objects that are particularly 
enjoyable and easy to find: the double- 


star Ras Algethi and the globular || 


clusters M13 and M92. 

You're probably thinking: “Hey 
wait a minute! I’ve been on M13 by 
Standish and I sure didn’t see any 
globular clusters.” The “M” in M13 
stands for “Messier” — Charles 
Messier, the 19th century comet 
fanatic, How fanatical was he? As his 
wife lay dying, relatives had to 
physically pry Charlic offhis telescope 
so he could say his goodbyes. His first 
words to his dying wife supposedly 
were: “Let’s make this quick. I think 
I found another comet.” So much for

romantic French guys. 

The list of M/Messier objects is 
now considered to be the 109 brightest 
galaxies, clusters, and nebulae. But 
not to Messier. He had no idea what 
they were. All he knew was that they 
looked cnough like comets to cause 
him to waste many nights of observing 
on false alarms. Comets shift 
noliceably from night to night with 
respect to their background stars. 
These things didn’t. But it took a few 
nights to find out. So as to avoid them 
in the future he drew upalist. Messier’s 
name has been immortalized not for 
what he discovered but for what he 
didn’t discover. 

Time for another look at 
Moon... 

Last month I started a tour of the 
Moon with its largest and darkest 
features — the Mares or Seas. These 
are the big, dark biotches easily seen 
by the naked eye on the Moon’s face. 
They give you an easy way to find 
other things. 

Take for instance the mountains of 
the Moon. While you won’t find any 
snow-capped peaks (the Moon has no 
atmosphere let alone moisture) you 
will find ranges that rival the monster 
of Nepal and Tibet in the Himalayas. 

You are going to need binoculars 
from here on out. And, unless you are 
a very mellow fellow, you will need 
some way to steady your binocs. 
Trying to look at mountains a quarter 
of a million miles away as your hands 
vibrate is a great way to go insane, 
You could go out and blow big bucks 
on an expensive tripod with, for a 
small additional fee, binocular 
adaptors. Or, you could just scrounge 
one of those floor waxing things that 
have a long wooden handle and a pad 
on a universal joint from your 
Significant Other. A couple of rubber 
bands will hold the binocs very nicely. 
I got that idea from Dr. Bahij Salibi, 
one of the top neurologists in America 
in the ’°60s and ’70s who took up 
amateur astronomy on retirement.

The five ranges making up the 
Imbrium Ring are the: Apenines, 
CauCasus, Alps, Carpathian, and Jura

APENINES: form a450 mile long 
arc along the south-eastedge.

That beats 
anything in our neck of the woods and 
is competitive with the Himalayas.

mountains, Running in a straight- 
arrow line through the middle of the 
Alps is a valley that looks for all the 
world like somebody took a nail and 
scratched it out. Some say this 110 
mile long valley was formed by a low 
angle-of-entry meteor but most just 
consider it to be an ordinary crack in 
the lunar surface. 

JURAS: follow a gap of relatively 
flat terrain after the Alps. They are on 
Imbrium’s north-west edge and are 
about 150 miles long on the spectacular 
edge of Sinus Iridium.

New regulations relating to the 
possession of road killed animals were 
recently putinto cffect. The new rules 
allow for the continued possession of 
deer and bear, under pennit, as well as 
other game birds and animals during 
the open hunting or rapping season 
for each species. 

Forexample, during (he open season 
for hunting ruffed grouse, a licensed 
hunter may possess a road killed 
grouse, but it must be included in that 
hunter’s bag limit, Likewise, a road 
killed raccoon may be possessed if the 
hunting or trapping season is open and 
the possessor has a valid fur har- 
vester's license, 

There are exceptions to these more

miaxed guidelines. Road killed moose, 
elk, migratory birds (ducks, geese, 
woodcock, cic.), non-game birds 
(hawks, owls, songbirds) and 
endangered species may not be 
possessed except under special state 
and/or federal permit for scientific and 
educational purposes. Road killed 
English (Housc) sparrows, starlings, 
feral pigeons, andnon-game mammals 
(porcupines, red squirrels, etc.) may 
be possessed at any time. 

Remember, the season for the game 
bird or game animal must be open and 
the possessor must have a valid license 
for the taking the animal and it must be 
included in the daily/seasonal bag limit 
of the possessor.

Samucl Francis in an article entitled 
“Principalities & Powers” printed in 
the June 1991 issue of CHRONICLES, 
A Magazine of American Culture, did 
a beautiful job of revealing just who is 
in control of our world system today. 
From a conservative, secular 
perspective, he painted a picture of the 
merging “New World Order.” While 
rejoicing thal we won the war with 
Iraq, he reminded us that it was not 
“the American Republic, thc American 
nation, or even a Pax Americana” 
which “really triumphed on the banks 
of the Euphrates.” Instead, Francis 
identified the winners as “. . . the 
imperium of a deracinated new class 
of global technocrats who know little 
about peace or America and who 
despise the real American and Westem 
civilization as much as they scom the 
Moslem and Arabic cultures that they 
claimed to be liberating.” 

Francis said, “The goal of the clite is 
the extirpation of the roots of cultural 
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community, sexuality, ethnicity, and 
religious identity and theirreplacement 
by a cosmopolitan ethic of 
‘humankind’ administered by the 
clite’s own bureaucratic colossi.” 
These clites of “Principalities & 
Powers’ are identified in every field 
including economic, cultural, political, 
educational, and religious. Our column 
last week showed the cmerging 
“church morality” on sex, which is 
perverted morality at least, and gross 
immorality at the worst. 

Francis attributed Zbigniew 
Brzezinski with this insight in his 1970 
book, Between Two Ages. Francis 
said Brzezinski’s book “is a kind of 
blueprint for the New World Order.” 
Brzezinski wrote: “Today, we are 
again witnessing the emergence of 
transnational elites, but now they are 
composed of international 
businessmen, scholars, professional 
men, and public offictals. The ties of 
these new elites cut across national 
boundaries, their perspectives are not 
confined by national traditions, and 
their interests are more functional than

continuous intellectual interaction and 
the pooling of knowledge, will further * 
enhance the present trend toward — 
international professional elites and‘ 
toward the emergence of a common ‘ 
scientific language ... This, however, * 
could create a dangerous gap between ‘ 
them and the politically activated” 
masses, whose ‘nativism’ —-exploited © 
by a more nationalist political leaders - 
could work against the’ 
‘cosmopolitan’ elites.” 
God wamed us centuries ago about 
this conflict, “For we wrestle not: 
against flesh and blood, but against - 
principalities, against powers, against ' 
the rulcrs of the darkness of this world 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” (Eph. 6:12). Whose side are ' 
you on?

VACCINATIONS 

Vaccinations, sometumes called 
“baby shots,” are one of the most 
successful medical interventions 
ever developed. In our lifetime, 
horrible discases like diphtheria, 
tetanus, polio, and smallpox have 
become almost nonexistent. 
Hundreds of millions of vaccines 
have been injected and swallowed 
by people worldwide to accomplish 
this. Because of this, some people 
are able to “get away” with pot 
being vaccinated, taking the chance 
that they will avoid what have 
become rarc discascs. This is 
foolish. Even today, when vaccines 
are missed, skipped or withheld, 
people have suffered terrible 
illnesses and have even died. 
Innocent children stil dic in this 
country from preventable diseases. 

With all our experience in 
vaccination, it has become obvious 
that there are sometimes adverse or 
undesirable reactions. Mostof these 
involve fever, pain, swelling at the 
injection site and irritability. 
Although these are not common, 
they are not rare. They can be 
prevented, or at least diminished by 


the use of products like Tylcnol/ 
Panadol just before the injection and 
every four hours for three to four doses 
after the shot. 

Unfortunately, there are definite, 
severe reactions that can occur. They 
are rare, but sometime devastating. 
The best waming is a history of a 
previous severe rcaction. Severe 
reactions include high fever (more than 
105°), scizures, persistent crying, 
collapse, shock, and brain fever 
(encephalopathy). After oral polio a 
permanent paralysis can occur, but 
there is no way to predict this and a 
new vaccine is being offered for the 
later booster does that doesn’t have 
this problem. Unfortunately this safer 
polio vaccine doesn’t work well in 
babics at two and four months of age. 

Please inform your doctor of any 
past problems with vaccinations, or of 
any that occur in the future. Doctors 
are required by law to report them, and 
the health and well-being of yourself 
or child may depend on it. 

Anytime an injection is given there 
is achance of reactions. This is why 
you are asked to wait in the office for 
20 minutes after any shot. Any shot, 
even antibiotics, can cause a local 


reacuion, such as a sterile abcess. 
Great care is taken to give the shots 
correctly tominimize this, butit sull 
can happen. 


Other important things to 
remember are allergy to eggs or to 
neomiyscin (an antibiotic found in 
many ointments for skin infections). 
The MMR (measles, mumps, rubella 
shot) can cause problems in these 
cases, It is now recommended that 
ali children atage 12 years receive a 
booster MMR. Persons born prior 
to 1957 do not need any doses of 
MMR. 

There has been a lot of “noise” 
lately about the harmful effects of 
vaccinations and the “benefits” of 
withholding baby shots. This is a 
little bit like a drunk driver who 
insists that he’s alive because he 
wasn’t wearing a seatbelt when he 
rolled the car! Seatbelts, 
vaccinations, and many things in 
life have certain risks, but when the 
benefits are clearly more important, 
the decision to make is obvious, 
Doctors support seatbelts, 
vaccinations, and good health.
